Maryland farmers may 
lose more than $100 million 
in 1999 due to the state's 
worst drought in history and 
the declining world price

Watch Out For Heat in the Silo 

There is a potential problem that I had not given much 
thought about until the other day when a farmer called 
me concerning the more than usual heating of haylage in 
the silo. Most of you have judgment experience about the 
moisture content of the forage and how long it should dry 
before ensiling. However, this year the dry conditions may 
have changed the ensiling schedule. First of all the hot, 
dry weather reduces the moisture content in the plant 
because of the demands of the respiration process. Also 
the soil was very dry, which would hasten the drying 
process. Just by putting these two factors together we 
could be putting the forage in at a lower than desired 
moisture content. If forage is put in a conventional silo to 
dry (below 55% moisture) and is not packed extremely 
well, there is a good chance that overheating wil) occur. 
During the fermentation process the normal expected heat 
will range from 95 to 105 degrees. When you feel more 
than usual heat and the haylage takes on a brown or black 
appearance and smells sweet like caramel, you are having 
a serious problem with the ensiling process. The overheat- 
ing will bound up the protein and use up the energy in the 
feed to produce heat. Once the temperature reaches 180 
degrees there is a high potential for fire and spontaneous 
combustion. I would advise that you check your haylage

Drought Brings 
Health Danger 
For Cattle 


Many dairy and beef 
caille producers im the 
Mid-Atlantic region face a 
double whammy this year. 
Not only is there a growing 
shortage of forages, but 
feeding drought-stressed 
crops could be deadly for 
their cattle. 

So said Lester Vough, 
forage crops specialist for 
Maryland Cooperative 
Extension at the University 
of Maryland, in a recent 
release. 

The problem, Dr. Vough 
explained, is nitrate poison- 
ing, particularly in severely 
drought-stunted corn. 

Excessively high levels of 
nitrogen are likely to occur 
“im-corn and other forages 
that have been growing 
under stress conditions, 
such as when corn has been 
fertilized for high grain or 
silage yields and becomes 
stunted by drought. 

Vough noted that some 
soil moisture is necessary 
for plants to absorb and 
accumulate nitrates. So 
fields of late-planted corn 
may not have received 
sufficient rain for signif- 
icant nitrogen uptake to 
have occurred. Although 
severely stunted, such plants 
may not have elevated 
nftrate levels. 

In addition, the resump- 
tion of normal plant growth 
after a heavy rainfall will 
reduce plant nitrate levels. 
So forage harvesting should 
be delayed three to five 
days after the rainfail. 

"So how do you know 
whether or not your corn or 
other annual crops—such as 
sorghum-sudangrass—might 
have toxic nitrate levels?” 
asked Vough. "The on 
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way to know is to have 


tested,” he said 

Maryland Depart 
ment of Agriculture now 
offers free nitrate testing to 
farmers in drought-stricken 
counties of the state. Sam 
ples should be taken to 
Maryland Cooperative Ex 
tension county offices. They 
will be forwarded to the 
MDA state An 
napolis for testing. Farmers 
should contact their local 
Extension office for details 
on submitting the samples 

How can farmers cope 
with nitrate toxicity? Vough 
suggested these manage- 
ment practices: 

*Cut the forage for 
silage. The fermentation 
process will reduce nitrate 
levels. Delay feeding the 
silage for about four weeks 
to make sure the fermenta- 
tion process is complete. 

.When chopping cora for 
silage, include only the top 
two-thirds of the plant. The 
bottom third always has the 
highest nitrate accumula- 
tion. 

-Before feeding forage, 
have it chemically analyzed 
for nitrate content. 

County Extension offices 
in Maryland also have fact 
sheets available free of 
charge that pertain to ni- 
trate poisoning of livestock, 
as well as procedures for 
feeding drought-stressed 
corn

End to Social Promotion 

The state will continue to 
work to ensure that each 
child enters school ready to 
learn and that schools deliv- 
er a quality education to 
each student. In June 1999, 
the state board of education 
called for students needing 
help to receive extra assis- 
tance early and often so 
that every student experi- 
ences success in school, in- 
cluding passing the coming 
high school assessments. 
Schools will be expected to 
gauge student progress in 
reading and math against 
defined benchmarks in 

grades 3,5,7 and 8, identify 
students who are not pro- 
gressing, and provide extra 
help. A proposal requesting 
funding to support this 
initiative will go to the gov- 
ernor this fall. 
Improving Middle Grades 
Instruction 

The state board is ex- 
pected to continue its em- 
phasis on improving instruc- 
tion in the middle grades 
and act on recommenda- 
tions it received this sum- 
mer from a state task force. 
Maryland will be strive to 
make improvements that 
will upgrade instruction, re- 
vamp teacher education 
programs, and restructure 
school environments. Sag- 
ging middie school perfor- 
mance prompted Dr. Gras- 
mick to appoint the task 
force. 

Reading 

Maryland will continue 
to focus on reading as a 
keystone to basic education- 
al success. The coming 

school year will include 
more training for teachers, 
involving families in reading 
initiatives, and improving 
reading instruction in the 
classroom. Last year’s 
Reading Task Force report 
resulted in new reading 
course requirements for 
teacher certification that 
take effect this year. 
High School Assessments 

Students entering seventh 
grade this year will be ex- 
pected to pass Maryland's 
new high school assess- 
ments before they graduate 
in 2005. When this year’s 
seventh graders enter the 
ninth grade in 2001, they 
will be required to pass 
tests in English I, govern- 
ment, and algebra or geom- 
etry. Some school systems 
may also require the biolo- 
gy test. The tests will assess 
the student's knowledge, 
and the ability to apply that 
knowledge in real-world sit- 
uations. 

Students will take the 
test whey they complete the 
course. Proposed test items 
will be administered to 
students in January 2000. 
Sample items may be found 
on the MDSE web site at 
www.mdk12.org. 

Increased Technology 

Skills for Teachers 

After three weeks ox in- 
tensive training at the first 
Maryland Technology Aca- 
demy this summer, 12-tea- 
chers from 22 counties and 
Baltimore City will be re- 
turning to their schools as 
technology leaders, ready to 
integrate technology into 
their schools and to mentor 
other educators. 

The teachers, ranging 
rom kindergarten through 
post-secondary education, 
learned how to design and 
implement technology pro- 
jects, how to identify poten- 


and 
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technology projects, 


how to implement technolo- 
gy effectively in instruction. 
Participants will take part in 
foliow-up sessions through- 
out the school year. 

School administrators, 
who will be working with 
the teachers, participated in 
a special symposium as part 
of the academy, an MSDE 
partnership with the Johns 


Hopkins University and 
Towson State University. 
Safe Schools 


School safety continues 
to be a priority for Mary- 
land schools as school sys- 
tems expand their crisis 
plans to include community 
and school-wide crises, and 
are involving other agencies 
in the development of their 
crisis management plans. 
The MSDE _ developed 
guidelines for crisis man- 
agement plans and created 
a speakers’ bureau of ex- 
perts to assist in crisis pre- 
vention efforts. The Discov- 
ery Channel, in partnership 
with MDSE, will offer stu- 
dent assemblies on media 





literacy to each school in 
the state to help students 
develop critical viewing 
skills for television, movies, 
and the Internet. 

A student summit sched- 
uled for November 1 will 
bring together over 700 stu- 
dents to share their ideas 
for making their schools 
safe and for ways students 
can become more positively 
involved in their schools 
and communities. 

Legislation passed by the 
1999 General Assembly 
gives law enforcement offi- 
cers the authority to notify 
schools when a student is 
arrested for various con- 
trolled dangerous substance 
offenses and offenses relat- 
ing to destructive devices. 
Courts now have the au- 
thority to order the Motor 
Vehicle Administration to 
suspend the driver's license 
of a child convicted of a 
crime involving a destruc- 
tive device, and to order a 
child or the child’s parent 
to pay restitution of up to

Conduit Crossing Garrett County 


For High Speed Fiber-Optic Cable 


The cable is coming — 
or more accurately — the 
enstuit is coming, Trucks 

heayy equipment - 
ated by employees of the 
Colorado based firm Level 
3 Communications maneu- 
vered along 1-68 last week 
and this week. These were 
the first tangible steps of 
the process to bring high- 
speed international commu- 
nications capability to west- 
ern Maryland. 

The jaws of backhoes 
chomped through the dirt 
on the median, trenching a 
path from Allegany County 
across Garrett County, in 
which to lay the conduit 
that will carry the fiber- 
optic cable. Once the ditch 
was hollowed out, enor- 
mous spools perched on the 
flatbed of a tractor began to 
slowly unwind myriad thick 
lines, which were guided in 
the recently chopped cre- 
vice. 

At intervals along the I- 
68 median, bundles of a 
dozen or so thick, color- 
coded conduit ends stick up 
from their burial ground. 
For the present only the 
conduit has been laid. The 
fiber-optic cable itself will 
later be inserted. 

This ditch that transvers- 
es Garrett County has been 


carved across the state from 
a hub site in Washington, 
D.C. The section of conduit 
stretching over the fiwoun- 
tains of the western Mary- 
land. region will make «a 
right-hand turn at Route 42 
and continue north from 
that point to Pittsburgh — 
another hub site. 

It is not enough for the 
cable to pass through Gar- 
rett County. Additional 
connections must be made 
in order to assure access to 
the high efficiency commu- 
nication cable. A_ local 
servicing site must be linked 
to the main cable. “The key 
is getting the off-shoots in 
place. There is still time to 
work this out before once 
the cable is installed,” said 
Del. George Edwards. 

Teams representing the 
western region of Maryland, 
including members of the 
technology subcommittee of 
the Western Maryland Task 
Force, will be meeting in 
the near future with staff 
from Level 3 Communica- 
tions to discuss further 
steps, Edwards explained. 
"We trying to get these ‘off- 
ramps’ in place as part of 
the project.

Presented At 
GGBA Meeting 


Ken Wishnick, director 
of the Garrett County 
Chamber of Commerce, 
addressed the members of 
the Greater Grantsville 
Business Association Wed- 
nesday during the group’s 
monthly meeting. The topic 
of his presentation was 
countywide zoning and the 
chamber’s position on it. 

Wishnick opened with 
the statement that the 
chamber, taking no stand 
either for or against the 
questions, requested that 
the county commissions 
“initiate an investigation of 
the benefits of countywide 
land use regulation,” he 
noted.

And this can happen,” he 
agreed. 

He also noted that others 
stress the protection of 
property values through 
separation of incompatible 


zoning. 





In conclusion, Wishnick 
reiterated the purpose of 
his presentation. "I'm not 
here to advocate a position. 
All we can do at this point 
is to look at it. If we don’t 
want to do anything about 
it now, do we want to revis- 
it the zoning issue in the 
future?” Wishnick asked.

While parents and guard- 
ians are preparing for the 
first day of school, State 
Fire Marshal Rocco I. Gah. 
riele urged them to evaluate 
their homes and take steps 
to keep “latch-key" kids out 
of danger. Children who are 
left unattended from the 
end of the school day until 
parents come home are at 
risk and need extra "help" 
in being fire safe, he ex- 
plained.

Drivers To Watch 
For School Kids 


The men and women of 
the Maryland State Police 
are reminding motorists to 
be on the lookout for young 
students as the new school 
year gets under way. An 


MSP spokesman explained 
that while the actual school 
bus trip is among the safest 
forms of transportation, 
there are substantial pedes- 
trian risks associated with 
the “total trip." The child 
walks to and from the bus 
, waits for the bus in a 
tr environment, gets on 
and off the bus at home 
and school, and sometimes 
crosses the street to and 
from the bus or on the way 
to school, he said. 
Pedestrian accidents are 
the second leading cause of 
unintentional injury related 
death among school-age 
children, ages 5-14, the 
spokesman noted. The 
school year has already 
started in a few locations 
around the, state, and is just 
around the corner gise- 
where. 
1 Young children represent 
a significant proportion of 
pedestrians killed and in- 
jured in traffic crashes.

As one crosses the 
line, note the time remain- 
ing to start. Divide this time 
by 2, sail that time, 
turn, and head for the start. 
The problem with this 
method is it does not take 
account what other 


the line is favored. It usual- 
ly takes about 30 to 60 sec- 
onds to run the line. If the 

wants to start at the

If the line is square he 
might just sail down the line 
and start in the middle. If 
the pin is favored he will try 
to sail the whole length of 
the line, cross at the start 
on the starboard tack, and 
tack onto port as soon as 
wey set In down the 
ine just before the start, a 
leeward boat has the right 
to force you up slowly; this 
might force you over early, 
so one trices to fall off, 
speed up, and avoid boats 
coming up on you from the 
lee. The problem with this 
maneuver is that one can 
run out of starting line.

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Black Bears Consider Garbage 


An Easy-To-Reach Food Source 
by Steve Bittne 

Both Jhe Republican and the Cu beriand lunes New 
recently provi ded extensive « erage ol the Garrett Coun 
‘ty commissioners Secagit yn with the Department of Na 
tural Resources (DNR) staff concerning the disposal of 
road killed animals and continuing bear secthinnd in Gar 
rett County. In a follow-up editorial, The Republican edi 
tor stated that he believes that the bottom line of the bear 
broblem is food. I would agree, and I'll explain why 

Black bx 4 quick learners, and they Vv gel ther 
food from areas where they dont have to work too hard 
for it. Once they find a food source, they will return to the 
same area and continue to feed until the edibles are de 
pleted. Their sense of smell is so keen that they can locate 


a food source from miles away 
The bears that live in proximity to Deep Creek Lake 
have a continuous source of food in the form of garbage 
from residents and tourists that visit the area. This trash 
is placed out for pickup, usually on Saturday or Sunday 
evenings. Bears that have found this “food source” know 
when it will be put out. They come into the area and 
knock over garbage cans on a regular basis in search of 
more food, and scatter trash throughout the area. 
' Some property owners have gone to the expense of 
jtenting or purchasing bear-proof trash containers. They 
have had success in keeping bears out of their trash, 
thereby keeping their yards relatively litter free. However, 
those same bears that can’t get into the bear-proof trash 
‘teceptacles then walk down the road and destroy the first 
hon-bear-proof container they find. 
Therein lies the problem. The food source is still avail- 
“able because unprotected trash cans are still abundant. 
Communities must realize that it takes a unified effort to 
liminate this secondary food source. 
Some communities located in areas where bear popula- 
ions are much higher than in Garrett County, such as 
atlinburg, Tenn., have mandated that all residents have 
ar-proof trash containers. Those that do not comply 
th the regulation are subject to fines. I’m not suggesting 
at Garrett County government go to this extreme, but 
This may be an option that certain developments may want

idents that they like having bears around, but wish they 
would not be so mischievous. 

Several letters to the editor were received by both pa- 
pers since these articles were published. I would like to 
comment on some of the points that were raised by those 
authors. 

One writer suggested that people shoot bears with .22 
rimfire shells loaded with bird shot in order to scare the 
bear away. I would recommend that people do not do that 
for several reasons. First and foremost, it is illegal to 
shoot black bears in Maryland. If you are caught doing

it’s possible that you might severely injure the bear (if 


shot in the face) and it would wander off and die a slow, 
painful death. Third, the boar may become very agitated 
and turn on you. It might also become aggressive toward 
anyone else in the area. 

Another writer stated, "Why would a civilized society 
consciously support the propagation of wild animals in the 
midst of a growing population in our county?” He further 
suggested that our forefathers had the right idea by killing 
all large predators 100 years ago. I would suggest that 
maybe our forefathers did not have all the right answers, 
and that in today’s world people and bears can coexist. 

A third writer stated that we would have half the bear 
problems, if half the bear population were shot. Many of 
the bear-human encounters in western Maryland occur as 
bears are searching for food. These situations are less fre- 
quent when natural foods are abundant. Nuisance situa- 
tions increase when natural foods are scarce, but that 
doesn’t mean that we have more problem bears. Those 
bears are just looking for food, and will consume foods 
that are easily accessible. 

This writer also encourages DNR to stick to the objec- 
tives listed in the 1992 Black Bear Management Plan. The 
strategies identified in the plan have guided DNR’s bear 
management efforts since its inception. However, we con- 
tinue to incorporate new strategies as we learn more 
about this charismatic animal. Although the plan identi-

fied the establishment of a regulated hunting season as a 
long-term objective, the department is not proposing a 
regulated bear hunting season at this time. 

DNR feels that the public education efforts put forth 
during the last decade have resulted in increased human 
tolerance of bears as people have learned how to coexist 
with bruins. DNR also realizes that at some point the in- 
creasing bear population will need to be addressed. How- 
ever, as I stated to Garrett County commissioners, DNR 
does not currently support a black bear hunting season. 

I appreciate the coverage that both newspapers have 
given to the black bear issue in Garrett and Allegany 
counties. The department continues to inform people 
about bears, and these two papers have been instrumental 
in assisting DNR with such coverage. I also appreciate 
comments from the readers. This forum provides DNR 
the opportunity to hear from concerned citizens and to 
consider their needs. DNR continues to strive to manage 
this unique resource in today’s changing world, and input 
from Maryland's citizens is one key component of bear 
management efforts in western Maryland.

The state 
then backed off and _al- 
lowed the county to develop 
the subdivision ordinance. 
One of the most controver- 
sial and difficult zoning 
tasks of the local commis- 
sion was the regulation of 
Deep Creek Lake, which 
was completed in about 
1975.

as it has been this summer. 
As is often the case, 
Garrett Countians tend to 
be separated from the rest 
of the state, geographically 
and philosophically. What 
works in the rest of Mary- 
land sometimes falls com- 
pletely flat in Garrett Coun- 
ty. Zoning is most obviously 
a “dirty word” to many local 
residents, who see the issue 
as being another step to- 
ward more government 
control, more hassles with 
permits, and possibly more 
taxes.

FAT SUBSTITUTION FOR BAKING 

A recommendation to reduce the fat in our diet has 
lead us to new ways to replace fat and oils in our baked 
products. Fats and oils in recipes can be replaced with 
other food ingredients. Commonly used products are 
fruits, vegetable puree, low-fat cottage cheese, tofu, or 
nonfat yogurt. These replacements change the texture of 
baked goods, so experiment to see which gives you the 
best results. 

Recommendations 

1. Applesauce — Causes the least flavor and color 
change to baked goods. It works well in light-colored 
cakes, cookies, and muffins. Substitute applesauce for 
equal amounts of fat or oil. 

2. Bananas — Substitute for equal amounts of fat or 
oil. Mash bananas first, and then measure into a standard 
measuring cup designed for dry ingredients. 

3. Prunes — Puree before using in a recipe. Puree 1/2 
cup in a food processor or blender with 2 tablespoons of 
water or prune juice. Substitute for equal amounts of fat 
or oil. 

4. Pumpkin — Its heavy pigment imparts an orange 
color in baked products, Use in chocolate cakes, brownies, 
and cookies, or any product where pumpkin color and 
flavor might be desirable. Substitute for equal amounts of 
fat or oil. 

5. Zucchini —- Grate whea adding raw 
and remove seeds. 

6. Low-fat cottage cheese — Blend in a food processor 
or blender until smooth. Substitute for only half of the fat 
or oil called for in the recipe. 

7. Tofu — Blend in food processor or blender to form 
a smooth texture. Substitute for up to half of the fat or oil 
called for in a recipe. 

8. Non-fat yogurt — Substitute for equal amounts of fat 
or oil. Yogurt makes the product moist. Sometimes

When it comes to gangster movies, it seems the 
graphic, no-nonsense approach taken by The Godfather, 
Goodfellas, and Casino have been replaced of late by 
humorous interpretations such as Mafia!, Analyze This, 
and, now, Mickey Blue Eyes.

channeled and directed in 
such a way that we preserve 
the things that are special 
about Garrett County, like 
our cultural heritage, our 
influences of agriculture, 
and the green spaces we 
now have," Hinebaugh said.
